The number of Patipers now on the farm is 18, which hag beer 
about the average number for the past year, A large mejority of 
them are far advanced in life; 13 are upwards of 75 years ; 2 are 
upwards of 90; consequently but little labor can be expected from 
them, ‘Pwo town Paupers are now at the Insane Asylum, Concord ; 
one of whom has never been chargeable to the town, until the past 
season. In regard to the expenses there incurred, we would remark 
that arrangements have been made with the Superintendant of the 
Asylum, so that in future time, the expenses will be but 1,25 per 
week each. It will be seen by the foregoing report, that a consid- 
erable amount has been paid for the support of Paupers, in other 
places. ‘I'hat is accounted for by bills paid the city of Manchester, 
for supporting a Pauper, without notifying the town, until the expir- 
ation of three mouths. Also, Paupers bills from the towns of Con- 
cord, Hillsborough and Lyman; the last mentioned, was for the 
support of a Pauper since September last, and is now chargeable to 
the town, at the rate of 2,50 per week ; but being in a very feeble 
state of health, it would be imprudent to attempt to remove her. In 
reporting the expenses of the Barn, we have not included any charge 
for services rendered by Superinténdent or team, nor for boarding 
the workman while engaged on the Barn, which is no inconsiderable 
item of expense. ‘The unfortunate event that took place last Spring 
from the hand of a co-Pauper, has so embarrassed matters at the 
tarm the past season, that we have not attempted to show the exact 
amount of expenses incurred, in supporting the Poor the past year. 
We have reported a true invoice of stock now on the farm, also all 
provisions, produce, &c., now on hand, which was raised, the past 
season on the farm, also, a true account of all bills, paid by the town 
for stock, farming tools, provisions, labor, &c., for the farm. Some 
improvements have been made upon the farm-:a new well dug; a 
dam constructed to prevent the river from injuring the intervale in 
ease of freshets, which accounts for considerable extra labor paid. 
In conclusion, we would state, that we have engaged the services of 
Mr. Holt and Wife, to superintend the farm, the ensuing vear; be- 
lieving that their good management the past year, justifies us in 
that course. om
